Stevenson, for the fetter's attack on the 
Eisenhower administration's handling of 
the U2 incident and the summit conference, 
shows the wisdom of a man who has occu* 
pied the office of president and who, be* 
cause of that experience, is acquainted with 
the terrible decisions a president must 
make and the awful responsibilities that 
lie on his shoulders. 


Mr. Truman's position is that when a 


U. S. president, of whatever political party, 
is dealing with foreign nations he should 
be supported by leaders of both parties at 
home even though some of those leaders 
nay believe that he is not doing a good job, 
or that they could do a better one. In" 
view of the severe criticism Mr. Truman 
underwent regarding his own foreign poli- 
cy while he was president, and the recent- 
ly confirmed fact that he holds a personal 
grudge against President Eisenhower, he 
deserves the respect of all Americans for 
the high-minded stand be has taken in this 
instance. 


Yet the problem of what part foreign 


policy should play in our domestic political 
debates is not so simple that all we have to 
do is choose between the attitudes ex- 
pressed by Adlai Stevenson and Harry Tru- 
man. Stevenson's approach, if carried to its 
extreme, would throw our foreign policy 
Into a turmoil every four years if not more 
often, would make it impossible for leaders 
of other nations to predict our policies 
from one year to the next, and would offer 
unfriendly governments an unprecedented 
opportunity to meddle in American politi- 
cal affairs. On the other hand Mr. Truman's 
approach, also if carried to its extreme, 
would eliminate foreign policy from our 
political campaigns altogether and there- 
fore reduce them to sterility in this era 
when international affairs are so important 
to all of us. 


Somewhere between these two extremes 


lies the right path for Americans of both 
parties to follow — the path of free but 


political campaigns. We think Stevenson 
has been groping, to find this path but in 
his statements on the U2 and the summit 
he lost his way. Actually it was not what he 
said that was so bad as his timing; by 
loosing his blast before President Eisen- 
hower had even returned to these shores, 
and when the American people were still 
in a state of shock at seeing their president 
so brutally insulted at Paris, Stevenson 
gave the impression that he could not wait 
to take political advantage of what he be- 
lieved to be a Republican foreign policy 
mistake! 


Just as it would have been tragic to 


have declared a moratorium on criticism of 
the Roosevelt, or Truman regimes regard- 
ing foreign policy, it is not in the best in- 
terests of our country to insist that Dem- 
ocratic leaders "go easy" with the present 
Republican administration when they are 
firmly convinced that it has failed, either 
by commission or omission, to give us the 
best possible foreign policy under prevail- 
ing circumstances. Paraphrasing Clemen- 
ceau, foreign policy is too important to be 
left to diplomats, or secretaries of state or, 
in the last analysis, even presidents. The 
manner in which we conduct our relations 
with other nations, both friend and foe, has 
become the most vital area of operation 
for our federal government; the people 
must play a part in these decisions for the 
simple reason that their very lives are at 
stake. The most important decision the 
American people will make this fall is 
whether a Republican or a Democratic ad- 
ministration will best represent our nation- 
al interests in a world where we are under 
vicious attack by a ruthless enemy; and 
the people can make this decision wisely 
only if they are informed through the 
processes of discussion and debate. The 
great problem facing our political leaders 
today is how to carry on that debate in such 
a way as to educate and inform, and yet 
avoid methods and tactics that weaken 
rather than strengthen us. 


Fitzgerald Asks Some Good Q uesf ions 


Edmund Fitzgerald of Milwaukee, one 


of Wisconsin's successful business execu- 
tives, who recently resigned the chairman- 
ship of the board of the Northwestern 
Mutual Life Insurance company, has called 
upon those now engaged in studying Wis- 
consin's tax problem, to settle once and for 
all the claim that Wisconsin's tax situation 
is a reason why industry has not come into 
the state. 


There is no question, Fitzgerald says, 


that Wisconsin is known as a high cost 
state for manufacturing and that the tax 
factor is an important reasqn for this be- 
lief. Certainly there can be no doubt that 
Illinois is one of the most successful com- 
petitors in luring plants that otherwise 
might come to Wisconsin. Further, it is 
quite generally agreed, as Fitzgerald says, 
that the tax burden in Illinois is lighter 
than in Wisconsin. And there can be no dis- 
puting his statement that the success of 
Illinois in winning plants over Wisconsin is 
apparent to every traveler on Highway 41 
which permits a comparison of the new 
plants in southern Wisconsin with the 
greater number in Illinois. 


Those who have sought to induce in- 


dustry to come to Wisconsin know very 
well that Fitzgerald is putting it lightly 
when he says, "I know it is in the minds of 
the people in manufacturing here and else- 
where that the tax burden in Wisconsin is 
greater than that in Illinois and in many 
other states. Likewise the people of Wis- 
consin are familiar with the claim that the 
tax figures do not tell the whole story and 
that there are many advantages for manu- 
facturers in Wisconsin that are not appar- 
ent in statistics. For example, we have 


heard it claimed that Wisconsin has a bet- 
ter, cleaner government, that the burden 
of racketeers is less on industry in Wiscon- 
sin than elsewhere, that there is a good 
labor supply which pays unseen dividends 
to manufacturers." 


But in spite of all these claims it is an 


apparent fact that Wisconsin is getting less 
than it should of available new industries. 
Fitzgerald's experience in discussing Wis- 
consin as a plant location, with the heads of 
large eastern corporations, has been dupli- 
cated again and again by other Wisconsin 
people seeking similar industries. The of- 
ficer of one eastern plant, according to 
Fitzgerald, listened to the Wisconsin story 
and then remarked that he had looked over 
the Wisconsin tax structure and thereupon 
had put aside all further thoughts of Wis- 
consin as a location. 


Is Wisconsin as far out of line as the 


difficulties of Wisconsin promoters of in- 
dustry would indicate? The great success 
of industries now operating in Wisconsin 
tend to dispute that claim. It seems prob- 
able that we have a reputation of unfair- 
ness to industry which cannot be supported 
by the facts. 


If that is the case, it is extremely im- 


portant that we do whatever is necessary to 
set the world straight, and if there is in fact 
something in our tax structure which sup- 
ports this unfortunate reputation it is a 
matter of great importance that we consid- 
er changes in our tax laws that will put us 
in position to compete for industries.

ficial than critical analysis of 
the issues. 


A book, "The American 


Voter," has just been publish- 
ed which throws considerable! 
light on the subject. Since it 
comes from academic sourc- 
es, it might attract the atten- 
tion of the many academi- 
cians 
who have been un- 


wittingly exaggerating 
the 


importance of the "indepen- 
dent" vote. 


The book was written by 


professors Angus Campbell, 
Philip Converse, Warren Mill- 
er and Donald Stokes — mem- 
bers of the survey research 
center at the university of 
Michigan. All of them are in 
the field of political science 
and have participated in many 
surveys and researches on 
voter attitudes. 


Far from confirming the 


widespread 
impression that 


BIRTHDAY 


tat the voter who is consis- 
tently identified with one or 
the other of the political par- 
ties is likely to know more 
about the issues than is the 
independent. Some extracts 
from the book read as fol- 
lows: 


"The stronger the indivi- 


dual's sense of attachment to 
one of the parties, the great- 
er his psychological involve- 
ment in political affairs. 


"The association is easily 


missed in popular accounts of 
electoral behavior. The ideal 
of the independent citizen, at- 
tentive to politics, concerned 
with the course of govern- 
ment, who weighs the rival 
appeals of a campaign and 
reaches a judgment that is 
unswayed by partisan preju- 
dice, has had such a vigorous 
history in the tradition of po- 
litical reform — and has such 
a hold on civic education to- 
day — that one could easily 
suppose that the habitual par- 
tisan has the more limited in- 
terest and concern with poli- 
tics. 


Don't Care 


"Far from being more at- 


tentive, interested, and 
in- 


formed, independents tend as 
a group to be somewhat less 
involved in politics." 


Their interest in the 


campaign is less, their con- 
cern over the outcome is rela- 
tively slight, and their choice 
between 
competing 
candi- 


dates, although it is indeed 
made later in the campaign, 
seems much less to spring 
from discoverable evaluations 
of the elements of national 
politics." 


Detailed studies and polls 


show that of those citizens who 
are strongly identified with a 
party, 82 per cent "care very 
much" where as 18 per cent 
"do not care very much or 
don't care at all." This con- 
trasts with the record of the 


to-called "independents" who 
art divided almoct 50-90 be- 
tween those who "care very 
much" and those who "do not 
care very much or don't care 
at all." 


This is but another way of 


saying that the so-called "in- 
dependents" are people who 
have not learned much from 
lofty speeches or pronounce- 
ments and are swayed in 
each' campaign by emotional 
or economic considerations. 


Thilt is the very opposite of 
the position often expressed by 
the so-called '"liberals," who 
have tried consistently to fos- 
ter the idea that the "indepen- 
dent" holdi .the balance * 
power and that he must be ap- 
pealed to' on the highest level 
of bighbrowism. 


"Switch" Vtters 


The word "independent" is 


a misnomer. In England, they 
are far more realistic .about it. 
They call the uncertain voters 


"switch** rotors. This is be-! 
cause they go from party to 
party in each election, de- 
pending upon which way the 
wind i* blowing from tbt eco- 
nomic standpoint. 


Many of these "switch" vot- 


ers do not go to the polls at all. 
If they are satisfied with cur- 
rent economic conditions, they 
are more than likely to stay at 
home. When, however, they 
are aroused by some issue- 
like corruption or a threat of 


war—thest same voter* show 
up «t the-polls. - 


The integrity of aa adminis- 


tration can become the impor- 
tant issue in a ^national cam- 
paign, and emotions can be 
aroused over war and peace 
In the absence of any emotion- 
al issue, economic considera- 
tions usually influence the vast 
majority of the voters. If they 
are satisfied, they continue the 
party in power.
